The following tribute to Mr. Lincoln, 


from es-Attor.ncy 
General Bates, appears 


in the'St. Louis papers : 


"Sx. Lours, April 29", 1865.,, 


"To O. D. fVley, J-^q, and the 'other 


Gcntlenisn, lux Associates; 


"SiR — When I received the letter with 


which yon lately l.oi.ored me, I felt u strong 
inclination to comply with your request 'to 
deliver an oration upon the character and 
public sen ices of Abraham Lincoln, at 
such time and place as misrhfc suit my con- 
venience.' 
But I could uot be unmindful 


of the peculiar difficulties of the subject, 
especially to one who had been closely as- 
sociated with President Lincoln lor nearly 
tha whole oi' his first term, and in the most 
trying times of our country's history. If 
you had desired to hear from me in regard 
only to the character of Mr. Lincoln, the 
task "would have been easy," and to me a 
labor of love; for 1 think 1 know and ap- 
preciate that character, in its beatniiui 
simplicity of truth and kindness, aa'j in its 
streagth and goodness. 
I knew him for 


many years, on terms of the most pleasant 
social -courtesy. Ourcommaouy of opinion- 
upon political questions drew us more 
closely together, and produced a mutual 
feeling of respect and confidence, which 
has never been shaken. I muld dwell with 
"delight upon the beautiful traits of his 
character, bot'u of heart and inind ; for I 
•can confidently declare that I never associ- 
ated -with a more bland and amiable gentle- 
uwn,' and taiie never known a man of 
•quicker perception or higherjippreciation 
of truth and justice. 1 have known many 
men more learned in books than Mr. Lin- 
coln, but not one whose mind eouid more 
readily perceive the truth of a fact or a 
principle, or more clearly state it in lan- 
guage, or more certainly prove it by logical 
argument.

os THE HEIR TO THE THRONE 


^OB RUSSIA. — At about the same time when 
our.nacion was mourning over the death of 
its ruler, the Russian people were informed 
of the death of one to^whom they had 
looked as their future monarch. 
ISicholas 


Alexanderuwitcli. the eldest son of the 
Czar, born in 1845, ard heir to the im- 
perial throne, tlied at Nice, on the 23d of 
April, and the promising ability shown by 
the young man was such as to render his 
death a real calamity. lie held a high 
position in tbe Russian army, though of 
«rarse_it was merely honorary, as he had 
never taken active part in military exerci- 
ses. 
Personally the Czarowitch — the son 


of the Caur, literally — was a young man of 
rare personal beauty. He had the oval 
face of his mother — formerly a princess of 
Hesse — and his features were as recriilar 
and clear cut as those of a sculptor's master- 
piece. About two or three years ago he 
travelled into the interior of Russia, visiting 
Nijni Novgorod at the great fair held there 
His health failing, be was lately ordered by 
liis physicians to the milder climate of 
Nice, whither it appears he only went to 
die. 
He was lately betrothed to the Prin- 


cess Dagniai, oi Denmark. By the dpath 
of the'-tlereditary Prince, tho Grand Duke 
Vladimir, second son ol the Emperor, be- 
comes heir tt> the throne, fie is now 
eighteen years eld.

The Re construction Policy. 


The Executive order of the President, 


which puts in operation the suspended func- 
tionsoftheNational Government in the Stale ' 
of Virginia, is thus far the roost important ' 
document that the new President has issued, ' 
and establishes what the policy of the Gov- 
ernment will be, not only in Virginia, but 
in all other Southern States, the action in 
Virginia being'taken as a precedent. 
It is 


proper to. say that this order, as issued,! 
was Bubstsotially agreed upon at the last 
Cabinet meeting held by President Lincoln 
on the day of his death, at which Gen. 
Grant was present, and in regard to which 
several members of the Cabinet expressed 
much gratification. 
After Mr. Lincoln's 


death, this plan was put in printed form, 
for conrenient reference, and has been the 
subject of consideration by President John- 
son, the last meeting being heli on Wednes- 
day. at which the order was adopted without 
material modification. 
The great features 


are that the State of Virginia is not 
recognized as ever having gone out of the 
Union i that the functions of the United 
States Government were simply suspended 
within her borders, and are now put in 
operation again ; that no vestige of Can- 
federate or Rebel State Government are 
recognized, and that Governor Pierpont, 
and the loyal Legislature of Virginia, is 
made the nucleus of the recognized State 
Government. 
The prayer of the truly 


loyal men of the State has been answered, 
and treason can have no recognition in 
Virginia.
